 English. The  reGdue  is  in  had  to  be  finished: 

and  your  defire  therof  shalnotnow  (God  profpering  our 
intention)bclongfruftrate.Asfortheimpediments,\^hich 
hitherto  haue  hindered  this  vvoike,  they  al  preceded  (as 
manie  do  know)of  one  general  caufe,our  p©ore  eftate  in 
banishment.  VVherin  expecting  better  meanes.greatter 
difficulties  rather  enfued.  Neuerihelcsyou  wil  hereby  the 
more  perceiueour  feruent  goodwil^euertoferueyou ,  in 
that  we  haue  brought  forth  this  Tome,inthefe  hardeft 
times^  of  aboue  fourtie  yeares,  fince  this  College  was  moft 
happely  begune .  VVhcrforewe  nothing  doubt ,  but  you 
our  dcareft,  for  whom  we  liauc  dedicated  our  liucs,  wii 
both  pardon  the  long  delay,  which  we  could  not  wel  pre- 
uent^and  accept  now  thisfruid  of  ourlaboures,withhke 
good  affedion,  as  we  acknowlege  them  due,  and  ofFcc 
the  fame  vnto  you. 

If  anie  demand,  wh  y  itis  now  allowed  to  haue  the  holic 
Scriptures  in  vulgar  tongues,  which  generally  is  not  per- 
jaiitted,but  in  the  three  facred  onlyrfor  further  declaration 
of  rhis,& other  hkepointes  weremite  you  to  the  Preface, 
before  the  Now  Tcftamenc. Only  here,  as  by  an  Epitome,

wc(hal  repcce  the  fucncnsoF  al,  chat  is  there  more  largely 
dilcaf[cd.  To  this  firftqueftion  therfore  weanfwer,  that 
bothiull:  rearoa,&:  highsftauthoritie  of  the  Church,iudge 
it  not  abfolutly  neccirarie,nor  alwayes  conuenienc ,  that 
hoIic  Scriptures  fliould  be  in  vulgar  tongues.  For  being  as 
they  are, hard  to  be  vnderftood,  euen  by  the  lerned,  leafon 
docii  diftace  to  rcafonable  men,that  they  were  not  written, 
norordayned  co  bercadinditfereiicly  ofal  men.  Expcriece 
alfo  teachech ,  thac  through  ignorance,  ioyned  often  with 
■  pride  and  prefumpcion,  manie  reading  Scripcures  haue 
erred  groQy,  by  niifunderftandin^  Gods  word.  Which  ^ 
though  it  be  mo  ft  pure  m  ic  Cd^.yefthe/ea/c  being  adulterated  p,.^^^,^^^ 
is  as  perilous  (faich  TercuHian)  ^tsthepile  corrupted.  S.  Ambrofe  uh,  i^ai 
obfcruech  :  zh^itvvheret.he  text  is  true,  the  ^rrians  interpret  a- 
tion  hath  errors.  S.  Auguilmalfo  zc^diQth.th^zhereftes  and  rraa.it 
peruerfe  doctrines  e.Uingling  foules, and  throwing  them  dovvne 
headlong  into  the  depth, do  not  other  wife  jfring  vp  ,  hut  when 
gooA  {or true)  Scriptures  are  not  vvel{xnd  trdy )  vnderBoody  and 
when  that  which  in  them  is  not  wel  vnderflood,  is  alfo  rashly 
&  baldly auouched.  For  the  fame  caufe,S.  lerom  Ytterly  dit  E^ift. 
allowed,  thatal  forces  of  men  &  wemcn,  old    yong,^  pre-  ^^^^'^ 
fumed  CO  read:&  talke  ®  f  the  Scriptures:  wheras  no  articcne^ 
no  tradfmxn  d^rep^efme  to  teach  ante  facultie,  which  he  hath  not 
fir/l lerned,  Seing  therforc  that  dangers,  &:  hurces  happen  in 
mani,e,che  careful  chief  Paftores  in  Gods  Church^haucal- 
waies  moderated  che  reading  ofholie  Scriptures,  accor- 
ding co  perfons,  timcs,and  ocher  circumftances;  prohibi- 
ting foms^and  permiccinglome,to  haue  and  read  them,  in 
their  Qiocher  congue.S  o  S.Cryfoftom  trattated  thePfaJmcs 
fome  ocher  partes  of  hoUe  Scriptures  for  the  Arme- 
nians, when  hewaschere  inbanishmeac.  TheSlauonians 
anlGocbesfay  chey  haue  the  Bibleia  chcir  languages.  It 
WIS  tranilacei  into  Italian  by  an  ArchbyOiop  of  Genua. 
latoFrenchiachetimeof  king  Charles  the  fifc:cfpeciaUy 
bscaufeche  waldeafuahcrecikes  hadcorruptly  tranflated

It, to  maintaine  their  errors.  V  Ve  had  feme  partes  in  Englift 
^^.1.47  tranflated  by  Venerable  Bedeias  Malmesburie  witneflcth. 
tin-vyi  And  Thomas  Arundel  Archbishop  of  Canturburie  in  a 
Counccl  holden  at  Oxford,  ftraidly  ordayned,chat  no  he- 
rcticaltranflationfet  forth  by  wiclilFc,  and  his  comphces,. 
nor  anie  other  vulgar  Edition  should  be  fuffercd^til  it  were 
approued  by  the  Ordinarie  of  the  Dioccfc:  alleaging  S  .le-r 
roais  iudgemcnt  of  the  difficultie  &:  danger  in  tranflating. 
liolie  Scriptures  out  of  one  tongue  into  an  other.  And 
iherforeitmuft  nedes  be  much  more  dangerous,  whcnig- 
norantfpeople read  alfo  corrupted  tranflations.  Now  fince 
Luther  3  and  his  folowers  haue  pretended,  that  the  Ca-  a  calumnious 
tholiqueRomane  faichand  dodrine^should  bccontrarie  [""^ll^c^^^^ 
toGods  written  word, &  chat  the  Scriptures  were  not  fuffe-- 
red  in  vulgar  languagcs,kfl:  the  people  fliould  fee  the  truth,, 
&:  vvitlialthefcnew  maifters  corruptly  turning  the  Scrip- 
tures into  diuers  tongues,  as  might  beft  ferue  their  owne  o- 
pinions  :  againft:  this  falfe  luggeftion,  and  pradife  ,  Catho- 
lique  Pafiorcs  hauc/or  one  efpecial  remedie,  fet  forth  trud 
and  fmcere  Tranflations  in  mod  languages  of  the  Latin 
Church*  But fo  jihatpeoplemuft  read  them  with  licence 
of  their  fpiritualfuperior  ,as  in  former  times  they  were  in 
Lke  fort  limited.  Such  alio  of  the  Laitie,  yea  &  of  the  mea- 
ner Icrned  Clergie ,  as  were  permitted  to  read  holie  Scrip- 
tures, did  not  prefume  to  interprete  hard  places ,  ndi  high 
M yftcries  ,much  leffe  to  difpute  and  contend  ,  but  leaning 
thedifcuffion  therof  tothemorelerned,.fearched  rather,  what  part  oF 
andnoced  the  godlicand  imitablc  examples  of  good  life,  Scripturesbc 
and  fo  lerned  morehumilitic ,  obedience,  hatred  of  finnc,  JJIient  forvuU 
feareof  God  ,zele of  Religion,  and  other  vertucs.  And  gancadcrs* 
thus  holic  Scriptures  may  berightly  vfed  inanietongue,/^? 
rr/w  3.  fcach^  toargue^tocorre^f^ta  tn/lruB  in  iujiice  ^  that  the  man  of 
Godmaybepcifeif^and['2isS.  Paul  Tid^^Qih)  infirucied  toeuene 
U€  I     S^^^  vvorke ,  when  men  laboure  rather  to  be  doers  af  Gods 
wil  &  vvord^thcn  readers  or  hearers  only  ^  dueiuingthemftlues .

Bat  here  an  Other  queftion  may  be  propofcd:  Why  WC 
a^lkcllT  t^'anflatethe  Latin  text,  rather  then  the  HebrsTjOrGrekc^ 
Latin  tcxc.     '^hich  Proteftantes  preferre  ,  as  the  fountaine  tongues, 
^hcrin  hoUe  Scriptures  ^f'ere  firft  written  >   To  this  we 
anfwerjthacif  indedetbofe  firft  pure  Editions  were  now

then  the  He-  cxtant,  or  it  luch  as  be  cxtaut,  Were  moto pute  then  thc  La- 
teworGreke  cin,  we  would  alfo  preferre fuch  foantaines  before  the  ri- 
now  extant.  ^^^^^    whatfoeuer  they  should  be  found  to  difagree.  But 

the  ancient  beftlerned  Fathers, &:  Dodors  of  the  Church,  Jj"''^'*^^^ 
do  much  complaine,  and  tcftifie  to  vs,  that  both  the  He-  %il'cLn 
brew  and  Grelce  Editions  are  fouly  corrupted  by  lewes,  ^-  ^p- 
and  Heretikes,  fincc  the  Latin  was  truly  tranflated  out  of  Je^pirit. 
them,whiles  they  were  more  pure.  And  that  the  fame  La-  San  cn 
tin  hath  bene  farre  better  conferuedfrom  corruptions.  So 
that  the  old  Vulgate  Latm  Edition  hath  bene  preferred,  lomm*. 
and  vfedformoftauthenticalaboue  athoufandand  three 
hundered  yeares .  For  by  this  verie  terme  S.  lerom  calleth 
that  Vcrfion  thevulgate  orcommor^^'^hich  he  conferred  with  . 
the  Hebrew  ofche  old  Teftament,  and  with  the  Gceke  of  J^^^tl* 
the  NeWj which  he  alfo  purged  from  fiultes  committed  by 
writers,  rather  amendmg  then  tranflating  it .  Though  in 
regard  ofthisameadmg,S.Gregorie  calleth  it /^^^^^wx'^r-  f^^^^J' 
y5^^^./^r^?^:  who  ncuertheles  in  an  other  place  calleth  the  Epifi^de^ 
felf  fame/^^'(?/^L4/i^£^/>;^;^,iudgingitmoft  worthy  to  be  ^^'j'J^^'* 
Rcceiuecl  by  folowed.  S.  Auguftin  calleth  it  the  Italian,  S.  Ifidorus  wit-  u.t.Df^'a 
aichurches;  neffctlithiz S.  leri^m  ver//m  wasreceiued  and  df/^/^r^W^/^/ 
Turned  into'^^^^J^^^^  ChtiTchcs .  Sophronius  alfo  a  moft  lerned  man,  ^i^my. 
Gickc,      "fcing  S.  leroms  Edition  fo  much  eftemed,  not  only  of  the  c.^&u. 

Latines,butalfo  of  the  Grecians,turned  the  Pfattcr  &:  Pro-  j^,^!^^^" 
phetes,  outofthe  fame  Latininto  Greke.  Of  latter  times  c  n. 
whatshal.we  nedc  to  recite  other  moft  lerned  men?  S .  Bedc 
S.  Anfelme,S.Bernard,  ^,Thomas,S.  Bonauenture,  Sc  the 
reft?  Who  al  vniformly  a:llbge  this  only  te^xc  as  authenticai. 
Info  much  chat  al  other  Latin  Editions,  which  S.  lerom  ^..^^t. 
faith  were  in  his  timealmoft  iunatnerab^k ,  arc  ars  it^ct  lo/ue.

fallen  ouc of al  Diuincshandes,andgrowneoutofcrcditc  ai  oibcrs 
andvfe.  If  moreouerweconfiderS.leromslerning^piecie,  growncout 
diligence,  andfincericicj  together  wich  the  commodities  sjeromcx- 
he  had  of  beft  copies,  in  al  languages  then  extant ,  and  of  celled  ai  other 
other  lerned  men,  with  whom  he  conferred:  and  if  we  Co  j^. 
copare  the  lame  with  the  bed  meanes  that  hath  bene  fince,  expounding 
Purely  no  man  of  inditferentiudgemcnt ,  wil  match  anie  ^^^^^^^  Scriptu- 
other  Edition  with  S.Ieroms.-buteafely  acknowlege  with 
the  whole  Church  Gods  particular  prouidece  in  this  great 
Dodlor,aswel  for  expounding,  asmoft  efpecialy  for  the 
true  text  and  Edition  of  Holie  Scriptures.  Neitherdowx 
flee  vnto  this  old  Latin  text,  for  more  aduantage.  For  be-  pirtialitic. 
fides  that  it  is  free  from  partialitie,as  being  moft  ancient  of 
al  Latin  copies, and  long  before  the  particular  Controuer- 
fics  of  thefe  daycs  beganne;  the  Hebrew  alfo  &  the  Greke 
when  they  are  truly  tranflatcd,  yea  and  Erafmus  his  Latin, 
in  fundrie  places,  proue more  plainly  theCatholiqueRo-  Preferred  be- 
maine  dodrine,  then  this  which  we  rclie  vpon.  So  that  o^^" 
vrefat,   g^^a  &  his  folowcts  take  alfo  exception  againfl  the  Greke,  ge^a?"^  ^ 
Tejiam,  whcu  Catholiques  allege  it  againfl:  them  .  Yea  the  fame 
^nn9.   Beza  preferreth  the  old  Latin  Verfion  before  al  others ,  & 
iuc'u    ffcely  tefl:ifieth ,  that  the  old  Interpreter  tranflated  religi- 

oufly.  What  then  do  our  councriemen,  that  refufe  this  ^^^^  ^^.^ 
Latin,  but  depriue  themfeluesofthe  beft,  and  yet  al  this  En^glandVl^ 
while,  haue  fet  forth  none,  that  is  allowed  by  al  Proteftan-  jpw'cdfor 
tes,  forgoodor  fufficient.  "^'^^^ 

How  wel  this  is  donne  the  lerncd  may  iudge ,  when  by 
mature  conferencc,thcy  ftial  haue  made  trial  therof.  And  if 
Preface  anie  thing  be  miftaken,  we  wil  (as  ftil  we  promife)  gladly  vvhatisdonc 
IfeZyy  correft  it.Thofe  that  ttaflated It  about  chirdc y catcs  fince, 
Tejijtm.  were  wel  knowen  to  the  world ,  to  haue  bene  excellent 

in  the  tongues,  fincere  men,  and  great  Diuines.  On]y^)ne  Diucrsrca- 
thing  we  haue  donne  touching  the  text,  wherofweare  e-  ^^^^^^l^"^^ 
ffpecially  to geuc notice.  That  whereas  hcretofi^rein  the  nonc^eifcin 
beft  Latin  Eduioiis,  th'^i-c  remained  manie  places  diffe-  thcmargcat

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tinginwordes,  feme  alfo  infenfe,  as  in  long  proeclTe  of 
tim«,  the  writers  erred  in  their  copies,-  now  lately  by  the 
care  &  diligence  of  the  Church  ^thofe  diuers  readings  were 
maturely,  and  iuditioufly  examined  ^  and  conferred  with 
fundrie  the  beft  written  and  printed  bookes,  &  fo  rcfolued 
vpon,  that  al  which  before  were  Icift  in  the margent,  are 
either  reftoredinto  the  text,  or  els  omittedj  fo  that  now 
none  fuch  remaine  in  the  margcnc.  For  which  eaufe,  we 
haue  againc  conferred  this  Englifh  tranflation,  and  con- 
Tbey  trucked  formed  it  to  the  moft  perfcft  Latin  Edition.  V  Vh  ere  yet  hf 
not  prcfcnt     ,  ^^q,  vulgat  reader  to  vnderftand.thac 

very  few  or  none  oi:  the  tormer  varieties ,  touched  Lontra- 
uerfies  of  this  time  .  So  that  this  Recognition  is  no  way 
fufpiciousofpartialtie,  but  is  merely  donnefor  the  more 
fecure  conferuationof  the rrue text; and  more  eafe,  and 
fatisfaaion  of  fuch^as  othcrwife  fliould  haue  remained 
more  doubtful,

S.  i^uguftin  alfo  ycldctha  reafon,  cxemphfying_  in  the 
orcautho    ^^rdcs  Awen2in6.  Alldm/t^for  the  more ficredauthoritietheref  chn 
^iurirfkcrcd  which  doubtles  is  the  caufe  why  fome  names  of  folemne 
tpngucs.       Tedftes^Sdcnfices^  &  other  holie  thinges  are  reftmed  in  [acred 
tongues^  Hebrew,  Greke,  or  Latin.  AgainefornecelTitie, 
English  not  hauing  a  namejOrfufficient  terme,  wecither

In  wfnch  cafes,  we  commonly  put  the  explication  in 
the  margenc  •  Briefly  our  Apologie  is  cafie  againft  English 
Proteltances;  becaufe  they  alfo  referuc  fome  wordes  in  Proteflantcs 
the  original  tongues ,  not  tranflared  into  Englilh  :  as  Sab-  ^^'^'^^  ^^^^c 
iaf^,  Ephody  Pentecoft^  Profelyte,  and  fome  others.  1  he  (enfe  tranfiatcd. 
wherof  IS  in  dede  as  foone  lerned,  as  if  chey  were  turned  fo 
nereasispoflibleinto  Engliih.  And  why  then  may  we  not 
fay  Prep!4€eyPha/eox  Pa/ch^Az^imes ^Ercades of  Propofition^  Holo- 
cmfl^  and  the  like?  racher  then  as  Proceftantes  tranflarc 
them :  Fores kinne,  PaJ/eotter^  The fedfloffvvcte  hreadet.  Shew 
hre^dcs,  Burnt  of crings:&cc.  By  which  tcrmes,  whether  they 
be  truly  cranflated  into  Englilh  or  no,  wewil  pafTeouer. 
Sure  it  is  an  Englifli  man  is  ftil  to  leke,  what  they  meanejas 
if  they  remained  in  Hebrew,  or  Greke.Itmore  importcth, 
that  nothing  be  wittingly  and  falfly  tranflated,for  aduan- 
tageofdodrine  in  matter  of  faith.  Wherein  as  wc  dare 
boldly  auouch  thcfinceritie  of  this  Tranflation,  and  that 
nothing  is  here  either  vncruly, or  obfcurely  donne  of  pur- 
pofe,  in  fauour  of  Catholique  Romane  Religion:  fo  wc 
cannotbutcomplaine,^ndchalengeEnglifiiProceftantes,  Corruptions 
for  corrupting  the  texr,  cotrarie  to  the  Hebrew,  6c  Greke,  l^j,  TranfUt'i- 
which  they  profc/Tcto  tranflate,  forthe  more  shew, and  onsoFholic 
mainceyning  of  their  peculiar  opinions  againft  Catho-  ^"^F^^^cs. 
liques.  As  isproued  in  thcDi/cotcerie  of  manifold  ccYmptws.Yot 
exampleweshalputthc  reader  in  memorie  of  one  or  two. 
Gen.  4.  V.  7.  whereas  (God  fpeaking  to  Ca^n)the  Hebrew 
wordes  in  Grammatical  conftru(3:ion  may  be  tranllatcd 
either  thus:  V nto  thee  alfbperteyneth  the  luft  Tn'EKOf  ^&  theit 
shalt  hnue  dominion  oner  it;  o  r  t hu  s  ;  Alfo  vnto  thee  H  i  s  dejire  ^l^^^^^' 
shal  he  fft^iect  ^&  thou  shalt  rule  ofiemiw  though  the  cohe-  i^ncdoarinc 
r^ce  of  che  texr  requireth  the  former,&  in  the  Bibles  prin- 
t^d/jji.and.

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thcyearc/575>.and  1^03.  they  tranflate  ic  the  other  way^ 
Againft  free    j-atheiTaying,  that  Abel  was  lUbieci:  to  Cain,and  that  Cam 
by  Gods  ordinance,  had  dominion  ouer  his  brother  Abel, 
then  that  concupifcenceor  luftof  finneisfubicd  tomans 
wil,  or  that  man  hath  powre  of  free  wl  >torefift  (by  Gods 
grace )  tentationoffinne.But  asweheareinanew  Edition 
A<^ainft  Mel-  (which  we  haue  not  yct  fene)they  traflate  it  almoft  as  in  the 
cfifcdccKs  fa-  firft .

Eucn  fo  their  arguments  that  make  grcateft  fhew  of  proning  their  opinions,  The  finne« 
are  nothing  butVaine  traueliKg,  when  they  come  to  be  tried  by  the  true  fen fe  before  the 
of  holy  Scripture.  Tnthis  place  Moy[esdcfcribeth  the  enormitie  oflinneth^t  doudv^rygr^

For  they  committed  al 
jnancr  ofwickc'?ncsin  hautines  of  jpride.  in  allafcmioufnes  of  the  rlcili,in  al

Thirdly,  it  was  of  long  continuance,  and  dayly  iterated.  For  Cam  once  fallen 
into  damnable  finnc  reucr  repented,  and  al  his  progeniewas  exccding  wicked 
and  after  that  Adam  and  Seth  were  dead,  aiKl  Enoch  iranflatedjmanie  of  the 
faithful  fel  to  the  wicked  forte,  and  became  worfe  and  worfeowm  tempo^e^  al- 
waies,  or  euerieJ^i J,  Voiixthly  they  "were  obftinate  and  obdurate,  not  repenting  4 
%,f(i^,  1.  when  7\r#f  built  the  arl-c,  and  ;'»-c4oW/V</?/fi'  (as  S.  Peter  tcftifieth)  andrherfore 
God  fdvied  him  cndhisfamtlie  j  hring!ngtn the  deluge  ypon  the  yycrldof  theimpioHy\  . 
Al  which  nia.kcth  nothing  at  al  for  Luther.  For  ahhoug^h  the  malice  of  man, . 
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pothers  argu-  and  corrnption  of  flefii^  was  then  vcrie  genaial,  great,  of  long  continuance, 
^urticntan-  &obftinarc,  yet  v^asitnot  fo  vriiucrfkl,  but  that  God  him  felfe  excepted  N.oc, 
twcrcd.  fa  vino-  to  him  I  ham  found  thee  lujhin  myftghtiniha  generation^  whereby  it  is  clerc 

that  tl^efe  o-eneral  tcrmes,  al  cogitation  and  al fleshy  haue  exceptions.  As  likcwifc 
other  as  p-eneral  proportions  in  this  fime  chapter,concerningthe  punifhment

And  in  his  bookc  do 
Who  is  per-  perfedione  contra  Crr.leftium.  he  delcribeth  him  to  be  a  perfeBman,  that  run- 
fc6l  in  this       Heth  yvithout  blame  toyyards perfecHon,  yoide  of  damnable  Jinnes,  and  is  not  negligent 
life.  to  chart fe  yenialf  tines,  by  almei^^prayey^  and  other  good  workes.  S.  Ambrofe  alfo 

teftifieth,  { li.  de  Noe  &  area  c.  4. )  that  albeit  the  ^orld  was  verie  wicked,  yet 
fomc  were  iuft,  faying  :  By  the  grace  (  orfauonre)  yyhUh  mefoimd,  ts  sheyyed  that 
sthernens  offence  doih  not  objcure  the  iujl  man,  yyho  «  pray  fed,  not  by  the  noUlitie  of  his 
hirlh,  hvA  b-fthemern  ofhps  iuflice and  perfection.  S.  Chrifoft.  moft  largely  (  ho.  15. 
in  Gen  )  fetcerh  forth  theiuftice  and  perfedion  of  Noe.  Where  after  he  hath 
(hewed  thatNocdeferuedindeedeths  name  of  a  man,  becaufc  he  by  . flying 
vices,  and  folowing  yertaes  conferued  the  image  of  man,  when  others  like 
beaftcswereleddeaway  and  ruled  by  their  wicked  luftes,  proceedeththus  in 
i>  his  commendation.  Behold  (faith  he)  anothtrkindofpraife  :  Nocis called, 
5'  iuftywhich  denomination  cornprchendethalvertue.  For  this  name  iuft  weyfc 
to  pronounce  of  them,  rharexercife  al  maner  of  vertuc  .  And  that  you  may 
5'  lerne,  how  he  ariucd  to  the  very  toppe  which  was  then  alfo  required  of  our 
?>  nature,  the  Scripture  faith,  heyyas  iuft,being;perj€Cl  in  hi^ g^em-ati^on.  He.  petfor-

He  pleafed  that  ^, 
eye,  that  can  not  be  deceived,  by  his  good  workes.  Thusfarre  S.Chrifollom 
and  much  more  to  the  fam?  effect.  S.  Gregorie  the  great  in  his  fifth  booke  of  v 
Morales,  and  ^6.  chapter  vpon  the  third  chapter  of  lob,  recounting  certainc 
principal  Patriarchcs  among  the  reft  faith  iKoe  for  that  he  pleafed  Gods  examina- 
tion "v^as  faued  almc  m  the  yitcleane  y-vorld .  and  after  2  large  catalogue  of  other 
iuft  men  in  confirmation  of  this  dodrinc,  that  fome  were  iuft  in  the  law  of 
nature  condudeth  thrs  ;  Knthn-  is  it  to  he  bdeued  (faith  he)  that  only  fo  manie 
t-vere  luj}  b  fore  the  layy  yyas  rectiued,  as  J^loy/es  contrafleth  inhis  mojl  briefe  de- 
fcri^fion.

Firft  by  both  thcfe  Sacraments  the  faith-  ^  "S.^^^ 
ful  arcdiftingui(hcd  from  infidels.  Secondly  proffellion  of  faith  is  made  in  ^^]^^^^^* 
them  both,  either  by  thofe  that  receiue  the  fame,  if  they  be  of  difcretion,  or  by 
others  for  them,  ifthey  be  infants.  Thirdly  by  both  thefc  Sacraments  entrance 
ismadcinto  the  Church,  and  to  the  participation  of  other  Sacraments  and 
i5>irituai  rites.  Fourrhly  both  thcfe  Sacraments  induce  fubiedion  to  the  iurif- 
di£^:ion,  and  lawes  of  the  Church.  But  Baptifme  doth  fane  excel  Circumci- 
lion  in  that  it  IS  more  eafie,  or  leffc  painful,  more  \niuer(al,  foritpcrtaineth  Baptifme  cx* 
to al  nations,  and  both  fexes;  and  efpecially  in  vertue  and  cfficacie,  for  Bap-  cclleth  Cir- 
tifmcasaninftrumcntal  caufe  remitter h  finneandiuftifieth,  Circumcilion  was  cumcifion, 
only  a  fignc  that  grace  was  geucn,  &  finne  remitted.  Againe  Baptifme  imprin- 
tethacharadlerinthefoule,  theother  leauetha  marck  only  in  the  flefti.  Fi- 
nally Baptifme  opcncth  the  gate  of  hcaucn,  in  vertuc  of  Chrifts  paffion  nov 
paft,  which  circumcifion  could  nor  before  Chiift  fuffercd  death.  Of  which 
both  rcfemWancc and  difference  S.Auguftintreateth  in  manie  places,  efpeci- 
ally li.  ^  de  dod.  chrift  c.

Touching  the  firft  doubt, 
Tn^l^omthe  itfemech  probable,  that  this  puniftiment  pertained  only  to  thofe,  by  whole 
Lnr^mTnt  negligence  themfelues,  or  others  of  their  charge,  were  not  circ^nicifed:  for 
Crt^inedwhe  th!t  tie  reafon  why  fuch  a  one  is  pumfhed  is  aleaged  Becaufehe  bath  broken 
perumcdwne  ^^^^  ^^^^^^^.wj^i^l^ij  only  in  their  powre  to  kepeorbreake  that  are  of  dif- 
cretion,  and  not  in  the  powre  of  infants.  The  indifterencic  alio  of  the  Hebrew' 
andGreckc  textfauoreth  this  fenfe,  for  where  according  to  the  Latin  we  read. 
The  male  yyhofe  fieshofpiepHceisnotcmumctfed,  The  Hebrew  and  Grekc  may  be 
U2iVi^M^,rhtmc»U  that  doth  not  circumcife  the  fieib  of  hiS  prepuce^  which  can  not 
be  ment  of  an  infant  of  eight  daycs  old.  This  cxpofition  is  hkewife  confirmed 
by  example,  Exodi.4.where  Moyfes  was  in  danger  to  be  flaineby  an  Angel,be- 
caufehisfonne  wasnotcircumcifcd.NeuerthclesS.  Auguftin  {h.5.  c.iS.cont. 
Inlian.li.i^.c.17.  ciuit.andin  other  places  )  proueththat  this  comminatioa 
pertained  alfo  to  infants,  whofeiudgementis  confirmed  by  the  70.  Interpre- 
ters adding  for  explication  thefc  wordes,  the  fight  day.  which  neceflarily  in- 
clude infants,as  fubied  to  this  punifhment.  not  for  that  they  could  tranlgreflc 
this  precept,  or  commit  a  new  finne,  but  forlack  of  circumcifion.  The  rea- 
fon  wherof  is,  fjr  that  God  now  determined  thisonly  remcdie  for  original 
finne,  in  the  male  fex  of  Abrahams  feede,  in  place  of  facrifice,  or  other  profef- 
fion  of  faith  vfed  before,  and  that  in  cafe  it  could  conucmently  be  applied  toc 
otherwife  the  former  remedies  were  ftil  aualablc. 

Concerning  the  other  difficultie  manie  ancient  fathers  expound  thefc 
wordes,  Shal  bedfftroyed  out  ofhtspeople,  of  only  temporal  puniQiment  j  either 
death,  as  the  like  phrafe  fignifieth,  Exodi.

VVhcr- 
and  forreme-  upon  is  geathercd  that  albeit  Circumcifion  was  principally  inftituted  to  di- 
aic  of  original  ftinguifhthe  people  of  God,  which  ftiould  come  of  Abrahams  fee  de,  from  o- 
finne  in  fome  ther  nations,  yet  it  was  alfo  for  remilTion  of  original  finne:not  in  al>  hut  io 
perfons ,  but  thofe  to  whom  God  appointed  this  particular  remcdie.

I.  Ile'T,   Michol  put  in  Dauids  bed,  couering  the  head  therof  with  a  heariegoates  ^q^q  imacres 
ip.        fkinne,  to  deceiueSaulesferianrs  who  fought  Dauids  death,  is  called  r<'r4/»/»>w,  are  neitherrc- 
andmay  there  be  tranflated  a  ftatua,  image,  or  fimilitude,  but  notanidol.  liaiousnorfii- 
Againc  .  Ofec  the  Prophet  fortelling  the  lamentable  ftate  of  the  Ifraelites,  pg^fticious 
fayethjthey  ftialbe  long  without  King,  prince,  facrifice,  altar,  ephod,  and  ^^j^c  arcreli- 
^fi^'}'    Teraphtm,  which  laft  word  in  the  Proteftants  Englifh  Bibles  remaincth  vn-  • 

tranflated-  Where  if  they  had  tranflated  Images.  ( as  here  they  doe )  it  would  o      ' ' 
proue,  that  (bme  images  pertaine  to  true  religion,  the  want  wherof  is  lamen- 
ted amongotherprincipal  things. 

Thefe  idols  Rachel  ftolc  from  her  father,  to  withdraw  him  from  idolatrie.  Rachel  tooke 
asS.  Bafil  (inlib.  Prouerb.)S.  Gregoric  Nazianzen.  ( orat.  dc  Pafcharejland  away  her  fa- 
Theodorct.  (q.  8p.in  Gen.)  expound  it.  And  in  this,  faith  Theodoret,  fhe  thers  IdoIs» 
was  a  right  figure  of  the  Catholiquc  Church,  which  depriucth  idolaters  of  for  his  good.  . 
their  idols- It  is  probable  alfo  by  her  bafe  vfing  of  them,  that  flie  held  them 
not  for  goddes,  when  flie  put  them  vnder  the  camels  litter,  and  fatevpoii 
them.  Finally  that  fhc  rcferued  them,  and  did  not  call  them  away^  nor  burne, 
~   car . 
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Shckcptthem  nor  buiiethcm,  argucth  that  they  were  perhaps  of  precious  mettal,  6r  othc 
in  recompece  matter,  which  fhe  might  turne  to  profitc :  and  that  lawfully  m  part  of  recomr

"  word  sheol^  graue  for  hel.  Becaufe  if  they  ftiouid  granr  that  lacob,  or  other 
holic  fathers  of  the  old  Teftamcnt  cicfcended  into  hcl,  they  muft  confclTc 
fomc  other  hcl,  then  where  the  damned  are  tormented,  whither  noChri- 
ftian  wil  fay  that  thole  fathers  >»'cnt.

fnal  come  forth  out  of  the  citie,  we  wil  take  them  aUue,  and  :

brought  therfore  two  horfes,  and  the  king  fent  inro  the 
camps  of  the  Syrians, {aying,Goe  ye,  and  fee.  f  ^^^^  went  i;

citie,  and  the  ancientcs,  and  the  tutors  fent  to  lehu,  faying: 
We  are  thy  feruantes ,  whacfoeuer  thoushalt  command  we 
wil  doc,neithcr  wil  we  make  vs  a  king:Doe  thou  whatfoeuer 
pleafeth  thee,  t  And  he  wrote  letters  to  them  agayne,  the  fe-  ^ 
cond  tyme,  faying:  If  you  be  mine,  and  obey  me,  take  the 
heades  of  your  maifters  fonnes ,  and  come  to  methisveric 
houre  to  raorow  into  lezrahel.  Moreouer  the  kinges  fonnes, 
feuentie  men  were  brought  vp  with  the  chiefe  of  the  citie.

^uil  before  our  Lord,  and  folowcd  the  finnes  of  lereboam 
thefomieofNabat,  ^hoinade  I{raelco  finne,  and  dedined 
nor  from  thcoa.  f  And  the  furic  of  oarLord  wasvracha-  5 
gaynftlfriel,  and  he  dehuered  them  into  the  hand  of  Hazael 
the  king  of  Syria,  and  inco  the  hand  of  Benadad  che  fohnc  of 
Haziel,al>araies.  \  Bur  loachaz  bcfoughc  the  faccof  our  Lord,  4 
and  our  Lord  heard  him;  for  he  faw  the  diftreffc  of  Hrael^that 
the  king  of  Syria  had  broken  them:  f  and  ourLordgauea  ; 
fauiour  to  Ifrael,  audthey  vvere  deUuered  out  of  che  handof 
the  king  of  Syria ;  and  the  children  of  Ifrael  dwelt  in  their  ta-

of  his  veffels,  and  al  that  he  had  in  his  treafures  There  was 
not  any  thing  which  Ezechias  shewed  thrnu  not  in  his 
houfe,  and  in  al  his  powre.  t  And  Ifaie  the  prophete  came  14 
to  king  Ezechias, and  fayd  to  him:  What  fayd  thefemen? 
or  from  whence  came  they  to  thee  ?  To  whom  Ezechias 
faid  :  From  a  far  counttie  they  came  to  me  out  of  Babylon, 
t  Butheanfwered:  what  faw  they  in  thy  houfe?

AN  D  lofaphat  flcpt  with  his  fathers,  &  was  buried  with  i 
them  in  the  Cicieof  Dauid:and  loram  his  fonne  reigned 
for  hira.fWho  had  brethren  the  fonnes  of  lofaphat,  Azarias,  t 
and  lahiel,and  Zacharias , and  Azarias,  and  Michael,  and 
Saphatias.  al  theie  were  the  fonnes  of  lofaphat  the  king  of 
luda.  t  And  their  father  gaue  them  maniegiftes  of  filuer,  5 
andof  gold,and  penfions,  with  the  moft  fcnfed  cities  in  luda: 
but  the  kingdom  he  deliucred  to  loram,  becaufe  he  was  the 
fitft  begotten,  f  And  loram  rofc  oucr  the  kingdom  of  his  4

Ephraim,  Azarias  the  fonne  of  lohanan,  Barachias  the  fonne 
of  MofoUomothjEzechias  the  fonne  of  Sellum,  and  Amafa: 
the  fonnc  of  Hadali,  againfl  them  that  came  out  of  the  battel, 
t  and  they  fayd  to  them:  You  fhal not  bring  in  the  captiues  ly 
hither,  left  wefmne  to  our  Lord.  'Why  wil  you  adde  vpon 
cur  finnes,andheape  vp  old  offences  ?  for  it  is  a  great  finne, 
aadtheangcrofthe  fuiieof  our  Lord  hangeth  oucr  IfraeL

14  t  And  the  men  of  >jrarre  difmift  the  pray^^  al  the  thinges  that 
ij  they  had  taken,  before  theprinces  and  al  the  multitude. f  And 

the  men,  whom  we  mentioned  aboue,  ftood  and  taking  the 
captiucs,  and  a!  that  were  naked  they  clothed  and  (hod  them, 
with  the  fpoyles :  and  when  they  had  clothed  and  refreHied 
them  with  meatc  and  drinkc,and  annoynted  them  becaufe  of 
theirlabour,  and  had  looked  carefully  to  them:  as  manieas 
could  not  walke,  and  were  of  a  weake  bodie,  they  feton 
bcades ,  and  brought  them  to  lericho  the  Citie  cf  palmc 
trees  to  their  brethren,and  thcmfcJues  returned  into  Samaria.

lagcs,^and  dwelt  in  them,  f  For  our  Lord  had  humbled  luda 
becaufe  of  Achaz  the  king  of  luda,  fot  that  he  had  made  it

tempte  agaynft  our  Lord ,  king  Achaz  himfclf  by  himfelf, 
1}  t  immolated  vi6bimes  to  the goddes  of  Damafcus  that  ftrokc 
him,andfayd:Thegoddesofthe  kingesof  Syiia  doe  helpc 
thcm,whomI  wil  pacific  with  hoftes,  and  they  wilayde  me,  ..yy  t  , 
vhcras  on  the  contraric  part  they  were  his  ruinc,  and  al  If*  ikic  au2i]c?r 
Z4  raels.  f  Achaz  therfore  hauing  fpoyled  al  the  veiTels  of  the  nothirg,  bat 
houfe  of  God,  and  broken  them  (but  the  gates  of  the  temple  l^urutfinttcW 
of  God, and  made  him  altars  inal  the  corners  of  lerufalem. 

15  t  In  althe  cities  alfo  of  luda  he  built  altars  to  burne  frankin- 
cenfe,  and  he  prouoked  to  wrath  our  Lord  the  God  of  his  fa- 

16  thers.  fButthcreftof  his  wordes,  al  his  workes  the  fiift  and 
the  laft  arc  writcn  in  the  Booke  of  the  kinges  of  luda  and 

17  Ifrael.  f  AndAchaz  flepr with  his  fathers,  and  they  buried 
himin  theCirieeflcrufalcm  :for  theyrcceiucdhimnot  into 
the  fepulchrcs  of  the  kinges  of  IfracLAnd  Ezcckiashis  fonne 
reigned  for  him^

Herfore  Ezechias  began  to  retgnc,Nrhenhe^as  fiue  1  4- 
m,  and  twentie  yeares  olc3,  and  he  reigned  nine  and  t ven-        *  i 
tieyeares  in  lerufalem:  the  name  of  his  mother  vasAbia, 
the  daughter  of  Zacharias.  t  And  he  did  that  ^;rhich  vas  % 
plcafing  in  the  fight  of  our  Lord,  according  to  al  thinges  that 
Dauid  his  father  had  done,  t  He  in  the  firft  yeare  and  moneth  j 
of  his  reigne  opened  the  doores  of  the  houfe  of  our  Lord,  and 
repayredthcm.  t  And  he  brought  the  Pricftes  and  the  Leui-  4 
tcs,  and  alTcmblcd  them  in  the  Eaft  ftreate.  f  And  he  fayd  to  f 
thcm:Hcaremc  ye  Leuites,  and  be  fandified,  clcanfe  the 
houfe  of  our  Lord  the  God  of  your  fathers,  and  take  awayal 
vncleannes  out  of  the  Sandtuarie.  t  Our  fathers  haucfin-  6 
ned and  done  euil  in  the  figbt  of  our  Lord  God>  forfakmg 
him  :  they  haue  turned  avay  their  faces  from  the  taber- 
nacle of  our  Lord,  and  geuenthc  backe.  f  They  haue  (hut  7 
the  doores,  that  were  in  the  porch,  and  put  out  the  laropes, 
and  haue  not  burnt  incenfc,  and  haue  not  offered  holocauftes 
intheSanduarieofthe  God  of  IfraeL  f  Therfore  vas  the  8 
furie  of  our  Lord  ftirred  vp  vpon  luda  and  lerufalem ,  and  he 
hathdehuered  them  into  commotion  ,  and  into  deftruftion, 
&  to  be  hiffed  at,  as  your  felucs  fee  with  your  eyes,  f  Behold,  9 
our  fathers  haue  fallen  by  the  fwordes,  our  fonnes^  and  our 
daughters,  andwiuesare  led  captiue  for  this  wickednclle.

And  of  the  childrcii 
of  Gerfon,  loah  the  fonne  of  Zemma,  and  Eden  the  fonne  of 
loah.  t  Bu:ofthc  children  of  Elifaphan,  Samri,  and  lahicl.  ly 
Alfoof  the  children  of  Afaph,  Zacharias,  and  Mathanias*

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14  f  Moreouer  alfoofthc  children  of  Hcman,Iahicl,&Semci: 
yea  and  of  the  children  of  Idithun,  Senicias,  and  OzicL 
jj  f  And  they  gathered  together  their  btcthren,  andvere  fan- 
^ified,  and  went  in  according  to  thecoraroandraent  of  the 
king,  and  the  precept  of  our  Lord,  to  purge  the  houfc  of 
iC  God.  t  The  Prieftesalfogoinginto  the  Temple  of  our  Lord 
to  fan^ifie  it,  brought  out  al  vncleannes,  vhich  they  found 
vithin  the  entrance  of  the  boufe  of  our  Lord,  which  the  Le- 
uites  tooke,  and  caricd  to  the  Torrent  cedron  wiihouc.

ended,  the  king  bowed,  and  al  that  were  with  him,  and  ado- 
red, t  And  Ezechias,  and  the  princes  commanded  the  Leui-  50 
tes,  that  they  should  prayfe  our  Lord  in  the  wordes  of  Dauid, 
and  Afaph  the  Seer :  who  prayfed  him  with  great  ioy  ,  and 
bowing  the  knee  adored.  •}•  Bur  Ezechias  added  thefc  wordes  ji 
alfo  :  You haue filled  your  handes  to  our  Lord,  come,  and 
ofFervidimes,  and  prayfes  in  the  houfe  of  our  Lord.  Al  the 
multitude  therforc  offered  hoftes,  and  prayfes ,  and  holo- 
caufles  with  a  deuout  mindc.  f  Morcouer  the  number  of  31 
the  holocauftcs,  which  the  multitude  offered,  was  this,  oxen 
feuentie,  rammes  an  hundred,  lambes  two  hundred,  f  And  35 
they  fandified  to  our  Lord  oxen  fix  hunered,  &  sheepe  three 
thouSuid.  t  ButthePrieftes  were  few,  neither  could  they  34 
fuffife-todrawofthefkinnes  of  the  holocauftes  :  wherforc 
the  Leuices  alfo  their  brethren  holpe  them,  til  the  workc 
wasaccompHshed,  and  the  Prieftes  were  fandified,  for  the 
Leuitcsarefan(2:ified  with  an  eafier  rite,  then  the  Prieftes. 
f  There  were  holocauftes  therforc  verie  many,  the  fattcof  ;J 
pacifiqucs,  and  the  libamentes  of  the  holocauftes  :  and  the 
feruice  of  thchoufeofour  Lord  was  accomplished,  f  And  16 
Ezechias  reioyfed,  and  al  the  people,  bccaufc  the  minifterie 
of  our  Lord  was  accomplished.

X   Phafe  to  our  Lord  the  God  of  Ifraeh  f  Counfel  therfore 
being  taken  of  the  king  and  the  princes ,  and  of  al  the  afTcm-

Since firft  fruites  began  to  beofFered  in  the  houfe  of  our 

Lord,  we  haue  eaten,  and  haue  bene  ful,  and  very  much  hath 
remayned.becaufeour  Lord  hath  blefl'ed  his  people  :  and  of 
the  retnaynes  this  is  the  abundance  .  wlfich  thou  feeft. 
Jr  commanded  that  ftorehoufes  Ihould  be

fet  Jfl""''';  the  oue": 

iccx  of  mem  was  Cfcoueniaj  a  Ltu.te,  and  Scnjcihis  biother

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tiicfcconJ,  f  after  >5rhom  lahicl, and  Azarias,  and  Nahath,  15 
and  Afaeljand  lerimoth,  loCibad  alfo,and  Eliel,  and  lelma- 
chias,  and  Mahatli,  and  Bana)as,  oucriecrs  vnder  the  hand  of 
Ctionenias,andSemei  his  brother,  by  vhe  commandment  of 
Ez&chias  the  king,  and  Azarias  the  high  Piicft  of  the  houfc 
of  God,  to  whom  al  thinges  apperteyncd.  f  But  Core  the  14 
fonneof  lemna  a  Leuite,  and  porter  of  the  eaft  gate,  was 
ouerfeer  of  thofe  thinges,  which  were  voluntarily  offered  to 
our  Lord,  and  ofthcfirft  fruices  and  the  thinges  con(ccratcd 
for  Sanda  fandorum.  f  And  vnder  his  charge  Eden,  and  1; 
Beniaminjlefue,  andSeraeias,  Amarias  alfo,  and  Scchchias^ 
in  the  cities  of  the  Prieftcs,  that  they  fliould  faithfnlly  diftri- 
bute  to  their  brethren  portions,  to  the  leder  and  greater: 
f  fauing  the  menxhildren  from,  three  ycarcs  and  aboue,  to  16 
alchatcatered  into  the  temple  of  our  Lord,  and  whatfocucr 
day  by  day  was  profitable  in  the  minifterie,  and  the  obferuan- 
ces  according  to  their  diuifions,  t  to  the  Pricftes  by  famiUes,  17 
andtothcLeuitesfrora  the  twentith  ycarc  and  vpward,  by 
the  orders  and  companies,  t  and  to  al  the  multitude,  as  wel  18 
their  wiues,  as  their  children  of  both  fex,  meares  were  geuen 
faithfully  ofthefc  thinges, that  had  bene  fandlified.  f  Yea  1$ 
and  of  the  children  of  Aaron  by  the  fildes  and  the  fubuibes 
of  cueric  cicie,  there  were  men  ordayned,  that  ihould  diftri- 
bute  portions,  to  al  the  male  fexe,  of  the  Prieftcs  and  the 
l.euircs.  f  Ezechias  therfore  did  al  thinges  which  we  haue  20 
fayd  in  al  ludarand  wrought  good  and  right,and  truth  before 
our  Lord  his  God,  f  in  al  the  feruiceof  the  roinifterie  of  the  11 
houfe  of  our  Lord,  according  to  the  law  and  the  ceremonies, 
willing  to  fedcc  his  God  in  al  his  hart,  and  he  did  it  and  pro- 
fpcrcd..

i  f  Which  vhenEzcchias  had  fene,  to  witte,  that  Sennache- 
rib vas  come,  and  the  whole  force  of  the  battel  to  be  turned 

5  agaynft  Icrufalcm,  f  taking  counfel  with  the  princes,  and 
the  moft  valiant  men,  to  ftoppe  vp  the  hcades  of  the  fountaj- 
nes,  that  were  without  the  citie ;  and  the  fentence  of  them  al 

4  dccreing  this,  f  he  gathered  a  very  great  multitude,  &thcy 
flopped  vp  ai  the  fountaynes,  and  the  riucr,  tha  t  ranne  in  the 
middes  of  the  land,faying  :  Left  the  kingcs  of  the  AlTyrians 

J   como ,  and  finde  abundance  of  waters,  -f  He  built  alfo 
^  doing  induftrioufly  eucrie  wall  that  had  bene  dcftroyed,  and 

built  towers  vpon  them,  and  an  other  wall  without :  and  he 
repayred  Mellointhecitieof  Dauid,  and  made  armour  and 
C  ihildes  of  al  fortes;  f  And  he  appointed  princes  of  warryerj 
inthearmie  ;  and  he  called  them  altogether  in  the  ftreateof 
7  the  gate  ofthc citie, and fpakc  to  their  hart,  faying:  f  Doc 
manfully,  and  take  courage ;  feat c  not,  neither  dread  ye  the 

, .  king  of  the  h^ynmsy  and  al  the  multitude,  that  is  with  him: 
S  for  there  arc  maniemoe  with  vs,  then  with  him.  f  For  with 
hirn  is  an  arrae  of  fleOi:  with  vs  the  Lord  our  God,  which  is 
our  helper,  and  fighteth  for  vs.  And  the  people  was  encoura- 
ged with  thefe  maner  of  wordes  of  Ezechias  the  king  of 
Ittda.  t  \{rhich  thinges  after  they  were  done,  Sennacherib 
thekingof  theAflyriansfenchisferuantes  toTerufalem  (for 
himfclfwithaihisarmie  bcfciged  Lachis)  to  Ezcchia?  the 
king  of  luda,  &  to  al  the  people,  that  was  in  the  citie ,  faying: 

10  t  Thus  fayth  Sennacherib  the  king  of  the  AfTyrians  :  In 
whom  hauing  affiance,  doeyoufitte  befieged  m  lerufalem? 

11  t  Hath  Ezechias  deceiued  you,  to  deliuer  you  to  death  in 
hungerandthirft,affirming  that  the  Lord  your  God  can  de- 

U  liuer  you  from  the  hand  ofthe  king  of  the  Alfyrians?  f  Why, 
is  not  this  Ezechias,  that  hath  deftroyed  his  excelfes,  and  al-  ^ 
tars,  and  hath  commanded  luda  &  lerufalem,  faying :  Before 
one  altar  you  Oial  adore,  and  on  it  you  Oial  burne  inccnfe? 

15  t  Are  you  ignorant  what  thihges  I  haue  done,and  my  fathers 
to  al  the  peoples  of  the  landes  ?  haue  the  goddes  of  nations^ 
and  of  al  landes  bene  able  to  dcliuer  their  countrie  out  of  my 

14  hand?  t  Who  is  there  of  al  the  goddes  of  the  nations,  which 
my  fathers  wafted,  that  could  deliuer  his  people  out  of  my 
^  hand,  that  your  God  alfo  can  deliuer  you  out  of  this  hand? 

^  t  Let  not  therforc  Ezechias  deceiue  you,  nor  delude  you

Forifnogod 
Of  al  nations  and  kingdomes,  could  deliuer  his  people  out  of 
my  hand,  and  out  of  the  hind  of  my  fathers,  confcqucntly 
neither  lhal  your  God  be  ible  toxieliuer  you  out  of  my  hand, 
•f  Yea  and  mmie  other  thinges  did  his  feruantes  fpeake,  i6 
agaynft  our  Lord  God,  and  agaynft  Ezechias  his  feruant. 
-f  Letters  alfo  he  wrote  ful  of  blalphemie  againft  our  Lord  the  17 
Godoflfrael,  and  he  fpake  agaynft  him  :  as  the  goddcs  of 
their  nations  could  not  deliuer  th^ir  people  out  of  my  hand, 
fo  the  God  alfo  of  Ezechias  can  not  deliuer  his  people  out  of 
this  hand,  t  Moreouer  alfo  with  a  lo^'d  crie,  inthe  lewes  18 
tongue,  he  founded  againft  the  people5that  fate  on  the  walles 
of^crufalcra,  that  he  might  terrific  thc^m,  and  take  rhecitie. 
f  And  he  fpake  agaynft  the  God  of  lerufalem,  as  agaynft  the  ip 
goddesofrhe  peoples  ofthe  earth,  the  workcsof  mens  han- 
des.  t  Ezechias  therfore  the  king,  and  Ifaias  the  prophet  the  id 
fonne  of  Amos, prayed  agaynft  this  blafphemie,and  cried  our 
cucn  to  heauen.  f  And  our  Lord  fenr  an  Angel,whith  ftroke  21 
cuerie  ftrong  man,and  si^iirrycr,  and  prince  of  the  annit  of 
the  king  of  the  Aftyrians ^nd  he  returned  with  ignominic 
into  his  countrie.  Andvrheti  he  was  entered  into xhe  ho ufc 
of  his  God,  his  fonnes  thatwere  come  forth'  of  his  wombc, 
flewe  him  with  the {vrord.  'j-  And  our  Lord  faucd  Ezeichiss  24 
and  the  inhabitantes  of  Ferufalem,  out  of  th-e  HatiAof  Senna- 
cherib the  king  of  the  Allyriarts,  and  cut  of^  the  hand  ofal, 
&  gaue  them  reft  round  about,  f  Maniealfb  brought  hoftes,  ij 
and  facrifices  to  our  Lord  into  IcruGlem,'  and  giftes  to  Eze- 
chias rhe  kmgof  luda  :  who  was  exalted  after  thefe  thinges 
beforeal  nations,  f  In  thole  daies  Ezcchi-as  was  fick  eucn  24 
to  death,  and  he  prayed  our  Lord :  and  he  heard  him,andgauc 
him  a  figne.  f  Bar  not  according  to  the  benefites,*which  he  2/ 
'*Morc(Jan    ^^^^^^^^3      he  recompenfe,  -  becaufe  his  hart  was  cleuated; 
ger  of  priJc*         wiath  Game  agaynft  him,  atid  agiiyn'ft  l^^a  and  lerufa- 
in  profperitic,  lem.  *{•  And  he  was humbled affetward/becaufe  hisharthad"  2^ 
theninaduer-  bene  cxab.ed,  both  he  and  the  inhabitantes  of  Icrufalem:  and 
thcrfore  the  wrath  of  our  Lord  came  not  vpon  them  in  the 
daies  of  Ezechias.  f  And  Ezechias  was  rich,  and  glorious  ex-  27 
cedingly and  gathered  to  himfclfgTear  rreafures  of  filuer  and  ' 
©f  gold,  and  of  prerious  ftone,  of  fpiccs,  land  of  atniour  ofal 
kinde,  and  of  velFcIs  of  great  price,  f  Srorehoufes  alfo  of  28 
corne,of  wyne,  and  of  oyle,  and  ftalles  ofal  beaftcs,  and 
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29  foldcs  of  cattel,  f  and  fix  chks  he  biiilr  ro  him  fclfrfor  he  had 
flockes  of  (hecpc,  and  of  heardes  innumerable,  becaiife  our 
JO  Lord  had  gcuen  him fubftanceexceding  much,  f  The  fame 
is  Ezechias,  that  flopped  the  vpper  founraine  of  the  waters 
of  Gihon,  and  turned  them  away  vnderneth  toward  the  'Weft 
of  the  Citic  of  Dauid:  in  al  his  workes  he  did  profpcroufly 
ji  what  he  would,  t  Bur  yet  in  the  cmbaffie  of  the  princes  of 
'    Babylon,  that  were  fent  to  him,  ro  aske  of  the  wonder,  that 
had  chanced  vpon  the  earth,  God  leifi  him-that  he  might  be 
tempted,  and  al  thingcs  might  be  made  knowen,that  were  in 
31  his  hart,  t  Butthereftofthewordes  of  Ezechias,and  of  his 
merciesarewriteninthevifionof  Ifaiasthefonne  of  Amos 
the  prophete,  and  in  the  booke  of  the  kinges  of  luda  &  IfracK 
35  t  And  Ezechiasflept  with  his  fathers,  and  they  buried  him  in 
the  chiefe  fepulchres  of  the  children  of  Dauid  :  and  al  luda 
celebrated  his  funeralles,  6c  al  thcinhabitantes  of  lerufalera : 
and  Manaflcs  his  fonne  reigned  for  him.

P        I'-p  We  LVE  yearesold  was  ManalTcs  \rhcn  he  began  to 
1  reignc,  and  he  reigned  fiftie  fiue  yeares  in  lerufalem. 
1  t  And  he  did  euil  before  our  Lord,  according  to  al  the  abo- 
minations of  thenations,  which  our  Lord  ouerthrew  before 
3^  the  children  of  Ifraei:  t  and  being  turned,  he  reedified  the 
excellcs  which  Ezechias  his  father  had  deftroyed  :  and  he 
built  altars  to  Baalim,  and  made  groues,  and  he  adored  al  the

tc|»c«t2firc.     ges  he  built  a  >3ral  without  thecitieof  Dauid,onthe  weft  of 
Gihon  in  the  valley,  from  the  entrance  of  the  fifli  gate  round 
about  vntoOphcl,  and  rayf:d  it  exccdingiy:  and  he  appoyn- 
ted  princes  of  the  hoft  in  al  the  fenfed  cities  of  luda:  f  and  1/ 
hetookeaway  ftrangc  goddes,  and  the  idol  out  of  the  houfc 
of  our  Lord :  the  altars  alfo  which  he  had  made  irt  the  mount 
of  thehoufeofourLordjandinlerufclem,  and  he  threw  al 
without  the  citic.  t  Moreoucrhe  reedified  the  Utar  of  our  1^ 
Lord,  and  immolated  vpon  it  vidimes,  and  pacifiques,  and 
prayfe  :  and  he  commanded  luda  to  feruc  our  Lord  the  God 
ofifrael  t  Neuerthelcffc as  yet  the  people  immolated  in  the  17 
cxcelfes  to  our  Lord  their  God.  t  Bat  the  reft  of  the  adcs  of  18 
ManafTes :  and  his  obfecration  ro  his  God ;  the  wordes  alfo  of 
the  Seers,  that  fpake  to  him  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  the  God 
of  Ifrael,  are  conteyned  in  the  wordes  of  the  kinges  ofifrael.

bucinGrckc    made  groues,  and  ftatues  before  he  did  penance,  are  writen 
^Latin-asyet  in  the  wordes  of  Hozai.  t  ManafTes  therfore  flept  with  his  20 
ncithet  recti-  fathers,and  they  buried  him  in  his  houfe :  5c  his  (onne  Amon 
"kll^b'thr'  reigned  for  him.  f  Ammon  was  two  and  twentic  yeares  old  11 
Church  nor    when  he  began  to  reigne,  and  he  reigned  two  yeares  in  leru- 
lefufed.         falem.  f  And  he  did  cuil  in  the  fight  of  our  Lord,  as  Manaflcs  11 
hijiacbcr  had  done :  and  he  immolated  to  al  the  idols,  which 
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2}  ManafTes  his  father  had  made,  and  ferued  them,  f  And  he 

did  not  reuerence  the  face  cur  Lord,  as  Manaflls  his  farher 
did  reuerence  ic,  and  he  committed  farre  greater  finnes. 
44  t  And  when  his  fcruanres  had  confpired  agaynft  him,  they 
IS  flewehimin  his  owne  hoiife.  f  Moreoner  the  reft  of  the 
multitude  of  the  people,  hauing  /lainc  them  that  flroke 
Amon,  made  lofias  his  fonne  king  for  him.

2        he  reigned  thirtie and oneyeares in  lerulal-m.  1-  Andhc 
did  that  which  was  right  in  the  fight  of  our  Lo;d,  and  waU 
ked  in  the  waies  of  Dauid  his  father;  he  declined  not  nei- 
5   ther  to  the  right  hand,  nor  to  the  left,  f  And  in  the  eighe 
ycare  of  his  reigne, when  he  was  yet  a  child.he  began  to  fceke

Vhchaadof    to  Saphan  the  Scribc  :  I  haue  fo^nd  the  booke  of  the  law  in 
Mo|fe$.        thehoufeof  our  Lord  ;  and  dehuered  it  to  him.  f  But  he 
brought  in  the  volume  to  the  king,  and  told  him,  faying ;  Al 
thinges, which  thou  gaucft  into  the  hand  of  thy  fcruantes, 
loeaie  accomplished,  f  The  filuer  that  was  found  in  the  17 
houfeofourLord,  they  haue  gathered  into  a  mafTe  :  and  it 
vas  geuen  to  the  ouerfecrs  of  thq  artificers,  andof  them  that 
makediuerfeworkes,  f  Moreoucr  Helcias  the  Prieft  deli-  i8 
uered  me  this  booke.  Which  when  he  had  read-in  the  kinges 
prefence,  |  and  he  had  heard  the  wordes  of  the  law,  he  rent  19 
his  garmentcs:  t  and  he  commanded  Helcias,  and  Ahicam  20

thcrforc  went,  and  they  that  were  fent  together  by  the  king, 
to  Olda  a  prophetefTe,  the  wife  of  Sellura  the  fonnc  of  Ther- 
cuath,  thefonnc  of  Hafra  keeper  of  the  garmenres  ;  who 
dweltin  lerufalemin  the  fecond  part  :  and  they  fpake  to

and  would  do  the  thinges  that  were  writen  in  that  volume! 
3^  which  he  had  read,  t  He  adiured  alfo  vpon  this  ahbat  were 
found  in  lerufalem,  and  Beniamin  :  and  the  inhabirantes  of 
lerufalem  did  according  ro  the  ccuenaKt,  of  our  Lord  the 
^5  God  of  their  fathers,  f  lofias  thtrfore  tooke  away  al  abomi- 
nations of  al  the  countries  of  the  children  of  Ifrscl :  and  made 
al,  that  were  left  in  Ifrael,  to  ferue  our  Lord  their  God.

ANd  lofias  made  in  lerufalem  -  aPhafe  to  our  Lord,  i 
which  was  irarnolated  the  fourrenth  day  of  the  firft 
moncch.  t  And  he  appoynted  the  Prieftes  in  their  offices,  i 
and  exhorted  rhem  that  ihey  would  minifterin  the  houfe  of 
our  Lord,  f  To  the  Lcuites  alfo,  at  whofe  inftiudion  al  Ifrael  5 
wasfandified  to  our  Lord,  hefpake:  Put  the  Arke  in  the 
Sanduarie  of  the  temple,  which  Salomon  built  the  fonne  of 
Dauid  the  king  of  Ifrael,  for  you  fhal  carie  it  no  mote;  but 
now  minifter  to  out  Lord  your  God,  and  to  his  people  KraeL 
f  And  prepare  your  felues  by  your  houfes,  and  kinrcdes  in  4 
the  diuifions  of  euetie  one,  as  Dauid  the  king  of  Ifrael  com- 
manded, and  Salomon  his  fonne  defcribed.  f  And  minifter  5 
yc  in  the  Sanduatie  by  famiHes  and  Leuirical  companies, 
f  and  being  fandified  immolate  the  Pi-afe,  prepare  alio  your  C 
brethren,  that  they  may  doe  according  to  the  wordes,  which 
out' Lord  fpakc  in  the  hand  of  Moy fes.  f  Moreouer  lofias  7 
gaue  toal  the  people,  that  was  found  there  in  the  folemni- 
tie  of  the  Phafe,  lambes  and  kiddes  of  the  flockes,  and  of 
the  reft  of  the  cattel  thirtic  thouland,  of  oxen  alfo  thiee 
thoufand,al  thefe  thingcs  of  the  kinges  fubftance,   f  His  8 
dukes  alfo  voluntarily  offered  that  which  they  vowed,  as

theminifterie  was  prepared,  and  the  Prieftes  ftood  in  their 
office :  the  Leuites  alfo  in  companies,  according  to  the  kmges 
commandemcnt.  f  And  the  Phafe  was  ia-imolated  :  and  it 
Prieftes  fprinklcd  the  blood  with  their  hand,  and  the  Lcuites 
drew  of  theskinnesof  the  holocauftes  :  f  and  they  fepcra-  12.

ether  hard  hookes,  ^Ht  ratheriarge  Comentartes are  re^mredyfuch  as  S.  Gre- 
goviCyand other  ancient  Fathers:  as  alfo  F.Iohn  de  Pineda, and 9thers  baue 
lately 'St^ritt en,  ^herto  'Vpetherfore  remitte  the  Umed  readers,  ^nd  for  the 
heneftte  of  others  of  our  nation, 'S»e  sbal  here  hneflj  recapitulate  th^  fumme^ 
dnd  principal  pomtes  of  this  holie  and  admtrahle  hiUoriCy  conjt/hng  m  a  ftn^ 
gular  hoUe  mans  con  fa^es^  and  glorious  ytcloricy  againjr  muiftbU  and  yifi" 
hie  aduerfariesy  both  in  projperous  and adu?rfe fortune.

nor  good  mjn.nor  his  ownefou'e,^  according  to  truth  auomhed& defended 
his  owne  mnocencie.^nd  at  la/}  by  Godsinfpiratton,andfweteconfolation, 
herepreheudei  himself  of  former  imperfeBions  Vttered  m  fome  ^^ordes, 
and  ^nth  f^l reftgnation  to  God:  ^il,  fufteynedal  his/cjf^s  andfayms,  not 
only  With  contentment,  but  alfo  with  toy.
